“Eight months have elapsed since I last had the honor of ad- 
dressing you. They have been months crowded with events of im- 
mense and grave significance for us. I shall not undertake to de- 
tall or even to summarize those events. 

“The practical particulars of the part we have played in them 
will be laid before you in the reports of the executive departments. 
I shall discuss only our presént outlook upon these vast affairs, our 
present duties and the immediate means of accomplishing the ob- 
jects we shall hold always in vie Wp. 

shall not go back to debate the causes of the war. The in- 
tolerable wrongs done and planned against us by the sinister mas- 
ters of Germany have long since become too grossly obvious and 
odious to every true American to need to be rehearsed. 

But I shall ask you to consider again and with a very grave 
scrutiny our objectives and the measures by which we mean to 
attain them; for the purpose of discussion Here in this place is 
action and our action must move straight towards definite ends. 
Our object is, of course, to win the war and we shail not slacken 
or suffer ourselves to be diverted until it is won. But it is worth 
while asking and answering the question when shall we consider 
the war won? 


F OLLOWING is the text of President Wilson's annual address

“From one point of view it is not necessary to broach this

But at the mo- 
ment when she had conspicuously won her triumph of peace she 
threw them away to establish in their stead what the world will 
no longer p- mit to be established, military and ‘political domina- 
tion by arms, by which to oust where she could not excel the 
rivals she most feared and hated. The peace we make must 


remedy that wrong. It must deliver the once fair lands and happy 


peoples of Belgium and Northern France from the Prussian con- 


quest and the Prussian menace, but it must also deliver the péo- 


ples of Austria-Hungary. the peoples of the Balkans and the peo-~- 


ples of Turkey, alike in Europe and in Asia, from the impudent - 


and alien domination of the Prussian military and commercial 
autocracy. 


Not Wish to Impair Austrian ele 1 
We owe it, however, to ourselves to say that we do not wish 
in any way to impair or to rearrange the Austria- Hungarian em- 
pire. It is no affair of ours what they do with their own life, 
either industrially or politically. We do not purpose or desire to 
dictate to them in any way. We only desire to see that their at- 
fairs are left in their own hands, in all matters, great or small. 
We shall hope to secure for the peoples of the Balkan Peninsula, 
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for the people of the Turkish empire the right and opportunity.to 
make their own lives safe, their own fortunes secure against op- 
pression or injustice and from the dictation of foreign courts or 


parties. 
“And our attitude and purpose with regard to Germany her- 


self are of a like kind. We intend no wrong against the German 
empire, no interference with her internal affairs.

Armistice Upon 
Many Sectors of 
Russian Front 
Conferring With 
‘Field Marshal Leopold Upon 
a General Truce. 


BERLIN, via London, Dec. 4.— 


‘Gn many sectors of the Russian 
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front a local armistice has been “Masters of Intrigue Led Russia Astray.“ 


“But from another point of view I believe that it is necessary 
to say plainly what we here at the seat of action consider the war 
to be for and what part we mean to play in the settlement of its 
searching issues. We are the spokesmen of the American people 
and they have a right to know whether their purpose is ours. They 
desire peace by the overcomintg ot evil, by the defeat once for all 
of the sinister forces that interrupt peace and render it impossible, 
and they wish to know how closely our thought runs with theirs 
and what action we propose. They are impatient with those who 
desire peace by any sort of compromise—deeply and indignantly 
impatient—but they will be equally impatient with us if we do not 
make it plain to them what our objectives are and what we are 
planning for in seeking to make conquest of peace by arms. 

“I believe that I speak for them when I say two things: First, 
that this intolerable Thing of which the Masters of Germany have 
shown us the ugly face, this menace of combined intrigue and 
force which we now see so clearly as the German power, a Thing 
without conscience or honor or capacity for covenanted peace, 
must be crushed, and if it be not utterly brought to an end, at 
least shut out from the friendly intercourse of nations, and, sec- 
ond, that when this Thing and its power are indeed defeated 
and the time comes that we can discuss peace—when the German 
people have spokesmen whose word we can believe and when those 
spokesmen are ready in the name of their people to accept the 
common judgment of the nations as to what shall henceforth be 
the basis of law and of covenant for the life of the world—we 
shall be willing and glad to pay the full price for peace and pay it 
ungrudgingly. We know what that price will be. It will be full, 
impartial justice—justice done at every point and to every nation 


the final settlement must affect, our enemies as well as our friends. 
. 


„Fou catch, with me, the voices of humanity that are in the 
air. They grow daily more audible, more articulate, more per- 
suasive; and they comé from the hearts of men everywhere. They 
insist that the war shall not end in vindictive action of any kind; 
that no nation or people shall be robbed or punished because the 
irresponsible rules of a single country have themselves done deep 
and abominable wrong. It is this thought that has been expressed 
in the formula, ‘no annexations, no contributions, no punitive in- 
demnities.’ Just because this crude formula expresses the in- 
stinctive judgment as to right of plain men everywhere, it has been 
made dilfgent use of by the masters of German intrigue to lead 
the people of Russia astray—and the people of every other country 
their agents could reach, in order that a premature peace might 
be brought about before autocracy has been taught its final and 
convincing lesson and the people of the world put in control of 
their own destinies. : 

“But the fact that a wrong use has been made of a just idea 
is no reason why a right use should not be made of it. 


“It ought to be brought under the patronage of its real 


friends. Let it be said again that autocracy must first be shown 


the utter futility of its claims to power or leadership in the mod- 
ern world. It is impossible to apply any standard of justice so 
long as such forces are unchecked and ee. as the present 
masters of Germany command. Not until that has been done can 
Right be set up as arbiter and peacemakemamong the nations. 
But when thet has been done—as,.God willing it assuredly will be 
—we shall at last be free to dO an unprecedénted thing and this 
is the time to avow our purpose to do it. We shall be free to base 
peace on generosity. and justice, to the exclusion of all selfish 
claims to advantage even on the part of the victors, 

Let there be no misunderstanding. Our present and imme- 
diate part is to win the war and nothing shall turn us aside from 
it until it is accomplished. Every power and resource we possess, 
whether of mem, of money, or of materials, is being devoted and 
will continue to be devoted to that purpose until it is achieved. 
Those who desire to bring peace about before that purpose is 
achieved 1 counsel to thelr advice elsewhere. We will not 


entertain it. We shall regard tlie war as won only when the Ger- 


man people say to us, through properly accredited representa- 
tives, that they are ready to agree to a settlement based upon jus- 
tice and the reparation of the wrongs their rulers have done. 
They have done a wrong to Belgium which must be repaired. They 


have established a power over other lands and peoples than their

of desperate self-defense against deliberate aggression. Nothing 


could be more grossly or wantonly—false, and we must seek by 


the utmost openness and eandor as to our real aims to convince 


them of its falseness. We are in fact fighting for their emancipa- | 


tion from fear, along with our on. from the fear as well as from 


the fact of unjust attack by neighbors or rivals or schemers after 


world empire. No one is threatening the existence or the inde- 
pendence or the peaceful enterprise of the German empire. 
“The worst that can happen to the detriment of the German 
people in this, that if they should still, after the war is over, con- 
tinue to be obliged to live under ambitious and intriguing masters 
intent to disturb the peace of the world, men or classes of men 
whom the other peoples of the world could not trust, it might be 
impossible to admit them to the partnership of nations which must 
henceforth guarantee the world’s peace. That partnership must 
be a partnership of peoples, not a mere partnership of Govern- 
ments. It might be impossible also, in such untoward circum- 
stances, to admit Germany to the free economic intercourse which 
must inevitably spring out of the other partnerships of a real 
peace. But there would be no aggression in that; and such a sit- 


uation, inevitable because of distrust, would in the very nature of 


things sooner or later cure itself by processes which would as- 
suredly set in. 
“The wrongs, the very deep wrongs, committed in this war 


will have to be righted. That, of course. But they cannot and 


must not be righted by the commission of similar wrongs against 
Germany and her allies. The world will not permit the commis- 
sion of similar wrongs as a means of reparation and settlement. 
Statesmen must by this time have learned that the opinion of the 
world is everywhere wide awake and fully comprehends the issues 
involved. No representative of any self-governed nation will dare 
disregard it by attempting any such covenants of selfishness and 
compromise as were entered into at the Congress of Vienna. The 
thought ot the plain people here and everywhere throughout the 
world, the people who enjoy no privilege and have very simple and 
unsophisticated standards of right and wrong; is the air. all 


governments must henceforth breathe if they would live. It is in 


the full disclosing light of that thought that all policies must be 
conceived and executed in this midday hour of the world’s life. 

“German rulers have been able to upset the peace of che 
world only because the German people were not suffered under 
their tutelage to share the comradeship of the other peoples of 
the world either in thought or in purpose. They were allowed to 
have no opinion of their own which might be set up as a rule of 
conduct for those who exercised authority over them. But the 
Congress that concludes this war will feel the full strength of the 
tides that run now in the hearts and consciences of free men 
everywhere. Its conclusions will run those tides. 


“Truth Cannot Be Uttered Too Often.” 


VAY these things have been true from the very beginning of 
this stupendous war; and I cannot help thinking that if they had 
been made plain at the very outset the sympathy and enthusiasm 
of the Russian people might have been once for all enlisted on 
the sie of the allies, suspicion and distrust swept away and a real 
and lasting union of purpose effected. Had they believed these 
things at the very moment of their revolution and had they been 
confirmed in that belief since, the sad reverses which have re- 
cently marked the progress of their affairs towards an orderly 
and stable government of free men might have been avoided. 
The Russian people have been poisoned by the very same false 
hoods that have kept the German people in the dark and the 
poison has been administered by the very same hands. The only 
possible antidote is the truth.

BULGARIA DEMAND 


Russian Charge at Berne Says 
Central Powers Called Con- 
ference at Nish. 


PETROGRAD, Thursday, Nov. 29. 
he demands of Bulgaria for ter- 
ritorial gains for the consideration 
of which a conference‘of the cen- 
tral Powers was called at Nish, are 
outlined in a secret telegram from 
the charge d'affaires at Berne to the 
Foreign Office. The telegram. is 
dated Sept. 23, 1917, and is based on 


information received from a Turk- 
ish officer who had just arrived in 
Berne. 

Bulgaria, the telegram said, de- 
manded that her boundary be from 
Moravia to the junction of the Dan- 
ube, including Nish, Servia; along 
the line from Nish to Prishtina and 
along the upper Vardar River to the 
Albanian and Greek frontier; also 
Monastir, Saloniki, Seres, Drama, 
Kavala, with the frontier reaching 
the sea. The whole of Dobrudja 
(Rumania) also was demanded. 


Claims from a Bulgarian source 
corroborate the foregoing, with an 
additional demand for the valley of 
the Timoka, separating Servia and 
Bulgaria, together with the towns 
of Pirot and Vrania, Servia. 

A dispatch from the Charge d' Af- 
faires at Berne, dated Sept. 22, 1917, 
relates a conversation between the 
Archimandrite Stephen and a Brit- 
ish diplomat to whom he was in- 
troduced, but who refused to give 
his name. 

The Briton is quoted as havint 
spoken of making use of Japanese 
and Greek forces and as declaring 
that the allies had decided again to 
show their good intentions toward 
Bulgaria, whose national aims, he 
said, could be fulfilled by the entente. 
The Achimandrite was given to un- 
derstand that the entente would not 
insist on the removal of King Fer- 
dinand. 

Asks for Russian View. 

“The diplomat intimated,“ the 
telegram of the charge continued, 
“that Bulgaria could hope for Do- 
brudja. He also spoke, of the in- 
dependence of Macedonia. Stephen 
answered that he would like to see 
the Russian representatives, as Bul- 
garia's sympathy had increased since 
the revolution, and Russia’s parti- 
cipation was necessary in view of 
her interest in the Dardanelles and 
Dobrudja. The Archimandrite ex- 
pressed the opinion that a Bulgarian 
Dobrudja would necessitate a Ru-

inform them that “the decosion of 
the Russians to carry on the war re- 
mains fixed, as was clearly empha- 
sized at the Moscow conference.”’

LONDON, Dec. 4.—Before Cam- 
brai the violent fighting activity un- 


equaled since the days of the ver- 


dun attack has broken out anew 


on a front of less than 10 miles be- 
tween Marcoing and Gonnelieu. 
British troops in this sector repulsed 
with heavy losses German attacks 
delivered in great strength with large 
forces. 

After the fighting of Friday and 
Saturday, in which the enemy suf- 
fered severely in fruitless efforts to 
break through the British defenses 
in the salient before Cambrai, the 


Germans brought up new reserve 


forces. These were thrown against 
the southern leg of the salient, and 


throughout Monday Field Marshal 


Haig says fighting of an exception- 
ally severe nature” took place, The 
infantry masses attacked under a 


strong artillery fire from concen- 


trated German guns. The Germans 
advanced into La Vacquerſe, but 
were immediately thrown out with- 
out gains. East of Marcoing the at- 
tacks forced the British to retire 
slightly. South of Marcoing the ene- 
my broke through, but a British 


counter-attack restored the position. 


A lull on the Cambrai front is re- 
ported by the War Office today, 
The statement reads: 

“The enemy’s artillery was active 
during the night on the Cambrai 
front in the neighborhood of Bour- 
lon and Moeuvres. There was no 
further infantry action.“ 0 

The offleal announcement ot last 
night said: 

From Gonnelieu to Marcoing the 
enemy délivered attacks in great 
strength, with large forces, and has 
been repulsed, with heavy losses. 

“The enemy resumed the offen- 
sive on the Cambrai battle front with 
great violence. Fighting of an ex- 
ceptionally severe nature has taken 
place today.

RECORDER OF DEEDS EXPLAINS 
e SECURED DEBTS TAX 


Opportunity to Save About 90 
Per Cent of Tax Rate. 

Recorder of Deeds Joy today ex- 
plained the workings of the new se- 
cured debts tax, which became effeo- 
tive last June and applies to ail 
classes of bonds except those secured 
by real estate. Holders of securities 
can present their bonds for taxation 
when they call at the city hall to 
make return on their personal prop- 
erty. 

About $60,000 has been collected 
by Joy under the new law. The rate 
is 15 cents per $100 for the first year 
and up to 75 cents per $100 for five 
years or longer. The Recorder said 
by paying the full tax on a 31000 
bond, which would amount to $7.50, 
the bond is exempt from all further 
taxation. 

The new tax gives bondholders the 
opportunity of saving about 90 per 
cent of the tax rate. Previous to the 
enactmént of the new law bonds were 
taxed $2.35 per $100, the total yearly 
tax on a $1000 bond being $23.50. 
By showing the stamp of the Re- 
corder’s office on the face of the 
bond to the Assessor this tax of $2.35 
can now be avoided.

While 
security and a fair return. seem at 
first blush to be primarily for the/

Fixed Sum for Investment. 


Now we must inquire how these 
matters are handled by the pending 
St. Louis ordinance. The first thing 
to be noted is that the present in- 
vestment is fixed at a definite sum, 
and that provision is made for adda- 
ing to thts sum future expenditures 
of the company which, in the opinion 
of the Board of Control, are properly 
chargeable to capital account. Then 
we find that if the tity takes the 
property over, it will have to pay this 
fixed sum, and if the city grants a 
franchise to another company when 
this franchise expires, then the other 
company will have to buy the prop- 
erty and pay this fixed price for it. 
We also find that the property may 
be mortgaged, by the company for 
any amount up to tts capital value, 
and that the bondholders are not to 
be affected by the forfeiture, termi- 
nation or * of this fran- 
chise. 

So far as I can see, there are only 
two flies in the ointment from the 
point of view of the security of the 
investment itself, and these are very 
small ones. In the first place, the 
city does not bind itself to buy the 
property in case no franchise is 
granted to this or any other com- 
pany at the expiration’ of 31 ‘years. 
If, at that time, the bondholders 
came into possession and found 
themselves without ‘a franchise, the 
city could probably require the 
tracks, to be removed and could 
then, if it wished, construct a street 
car system of tts own: But such a 
course would be wholly impractica- 
ble, as the street railway, business in 
St. Louis cannot be suspended for a 
week or even a day, to say nothing 
of its stopping for a year or two 
while a new system is being built. 


In the second place, the franchise 
is technically exclusive, and the city 


„reserves the right to let other com- 


panies in. But such a course would 
be impracticable,- except possibly in 
spots, as it would necessitate the 
construction of duplicate sets of 
tracks in streets already erowded.

| Practical Guarantec ‘to Company. 


When we come to the asstrance 
of a fair return, we find several in- 
nr provisions.

per cent per annum on $60,000,000, 
less any deductions made from time 
to time through the sale of useless 
property; 6 per cent on new money 
furnished by the stockholders, and 
1 per cent plus the rate of interest 
paid on new money borrowed. In 
all cases the return is to be cumu- 
lative, so that if it cannot be paid 
out of revenues in one year it will 
remain to be paid as a prior claim in 
subsequent years. The company 
cannot be required to finance any 
extensions or improvements or op- 
erate rapid transit facilities built 
by the city if its “reasonable. re- 
turn” would be impaired thereby. 

It may be a serious question 
whether the company can earn 6 
per cent on the inflated value fixed 
in the ordinance under the rates of 
fares prescribed, but if it cannot do 
so, it can appeal to the Public Serv- 
ice Comimssion for an increase in 
rates and if it can prove that the 
ordinance rates are insufficient, the 
commission will be expected to in- 
crease them and on such an oc- 
casion the city could not well con- 
test the valuation fixed or the rate 
of return declared reasonable by this 
ordinance. 

Thus the company gets a practical 
guarantee of its investment and of 
a rate of return thereon consider- 
ably higher than the cost of monev 
to the city, while the necessity of 
earning this cumulative return is set 
up as an absolute and continuing 
check upon the provisions for addi- 
tions and extensions reasonably re- 
aquired for the improvement of the 
service. 

“All Give and No Take.” 
Thus the city gets little or nothing 
for the security granted, but instead 
establishes a guaranteed over-valua- 
tion and a full return upon it as Aa 
barrier to its own efforts during the 
next 31 years to secure extensions of 
service. This is all give and no take. 

There is a curious provision to the 
effect that the -u. “is sub- 
qect to the city’s right at any time to 
alter, amend or repeal.““ I do not un- 


derstand the significance of this pro- 


vision, which seems to have been 
copied from the new St. Louis char- 
ter. I canot believe that the courts 
would interpret this clause as giv- 
ing the city freedom to repeal or 
modify, in any substantial manner, 
the franchise granted by the ordi- 
nance once it had been accepted by 
the company. This looks to me like 
camouflage.

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CUPPLES HEIRS ESCAPE 


TAX ON INHERITANCES 


State Supreme Court Rules Be- 
quests-to Adopted Daughter’s 
Children Are Not Collateral. 


The Missouri Supreme Court in 
a decision handed down today ruled 
that Mrs. John H. Overall, Mrs. Gus- 
tavo di Rosa and Mrs. Henry MeRoe, 
heirs of the late Samuel Cupples, 


wealthy woodenware manufacturer, 
are not collateral heairs and hence 
need not pay the State inheritance 
tax. 

These three young St. Louis wom- 
en are daughters of Cupples’ adopt- 
ed daughter. On their inheritance of 
about $172,000 each the tax would 
have been $25,838.10 and would have 
gone to the State University. 

The decision upholds one made by 
Judge Anderson in the St. Louis 
Circuit Court. Probate Judge Holt- 
camp first ruled that as children of 
an adopted child the three heirs need 
not pay the tax. On an appeal Judge 
Anderson first decided against the 
heirs, but later, when a motion for a 
rehearing was under way, he re- 
versed his decision. The State then 
appealed to the Supreme Court. 

On behalf of the heirs, Attorney 
John H. Overall contended that the 
law specifically makes an adopted 
child a direct heir and in conse- 
uuence the children of an adopte!

The number or proportion of these 
forerunners of the national army 
now over here cannot be given but 
it will be gratifying to people at 
home to know that these men are 
developing excellently, showing fine 
spirit and a willingness and ‘energy 
unsurpassed by any volunteer troops, 
ywhich is a bright augury. : 

Men Now Drilling. 

These men may ‘be seen any day 
drilling in squad, platoon and com- 
pany formations along the broad 
French roads, learning how to throw 
bombs, use the bayonet, shoot the 
rifle and prepare trenches. All men 
are of good physique and of soldierly 
figure. f 

The former guard units, of which 
these conscripts are now part, are 
making rapid progress. They are al- 
ready acclimated to the life of the 
soldier in the training area of 
France. They are billeted in lit- 
tle villages of gray stone houses with 
red tile roofs, just as the regulars 
are. They are just as peat and sol- 
dierly as the regulars and their 
practice trenches are just as well 
dug as those of the regulars. 

Wherever one goes among these 
guardsmen, whether they talk with 
Southern drawl, the Yankee twang 
or the brogue that’s found wherever 
there's fighting, one finds them ‘fully 
alive to the seriousness of the task 
and determined to carry it through. 

Wants Papers From Home. 

They are having the identical ex- 
periences of the regulars which have 
been. occasionally described in the 
Post-Dispatch: Ineidentally, naving 
left behind home ties somewhat 
stronger than those of the average 
regular, these boys especially crave 
letters and papers from home.

Sailed for England From Flushing. 

On board the S. S. “Brussels,” off

“All this talk of suffering from 
lack of coal,” he declared, is ex- 
aggerated.

coal to job and that there is not“ 


a large surplus. It has grown to be 
a psychological situation aggravated 
by newspaper reports.”’ 

Karch Contends There Is Shortage.

Attorney Karch of East St. Louis, a 
spectator at the meeting. He replied 
with warmth, declaring an actual 
shortage existed and that he had 
so informed the Illinois Fuel Admin- 
istrator and asked for an investiga- 
tion of the situation in East St. Louis 
railroad yards.

FAST AFIGA NOW 
ENTIRELY CLEARED | 
OF THE GERMANS 


All of Teuton Possessions There 
Have Been Occupied by 
British and Belgians. 


SMALL.ENEMY FORCE LEFT 


This Has Taken Refuge in Portu- 
guese Territory, English 
General Reports. 


LONDON, Dec. 4.— East Africa 
has been cleared of the enemy.“ it 
was officially announced last night. 

The text of the announcement 
reads: 


“Telegraphing under date of Dec. 
1, Gen. Vandeventer, commander of 
the military forces in East Africa, 
has reported that reconnoisances 
have definitely established that Ger- 
man East Africa is completely 
cleared of the enemy. Thus, the 
whole of German overseas posses- 
sions have passed into our hands, 
and those of our Belgian allies. _ 

“Only a small German force now 
remains in being. This has taken 
refuge in adjoining Portuguese ter- 
ritory and measures are being taken 
to deal with it.“ 


German East Africa, which has a 
coast of about 620 miles and an es- 
timated area of 384,000 square miles, 
was attacked by the British forces, 
including South African troops, un- 
der, Gen. Jan Christian Smuts, fron 
the north, and by the Belgian and 
Portuguese troops from the south 
and west. The campaign began ear- 
ly in 1915. Prior to this, British 
East Africa hdd been invaded and 
Gen. Smuts, who succeeded Gen. Sir 
Horace Lockwood-Smith-Dorrien, 
found that he had to contend witn 
an army of about 60,000 native 
troops aided by 3000 Germans and 
possessing powerful artillery. 

Starting on March 8, the British 
troops in two weeks of hard fight- 
ing drove the German army off their 
territory and had captured a constd- 
erable section of their country. From 
that time the advance of the Brit- 
ish forces and their occupation of 
German territory has been steadily 
carried out. It was recently official- 
ly announced that the British com- 
mander was preparing to make 1118 
final drive at the single remaining 
German force in German East Af- 
rica, which was estimated to nun- 
ber 2000 rifles. 

With the loss of East Africa all 
have been taken 
from Germany. These had an area 
of more than 1,000,000 square miles 
and a population of about 14,000,- 
000, including 25,000 whites.

Maintain Our Strength We 
Shall Carry It to Good End. 


VICTORY IS PREDICTED 


Gen. Ludendorff Declares War 


Will Not Be a Draw but Ger- 
many Will Win. 


AMSTERDAM, Dec. 4.— If for 
some time yet we maintain our 
Strength and exercise patience, we 
Shall carry it to a good end,” said 
Field Marshal von Hindenburg, chief 
of the German General Staff, in an 


interview with a correspondent of the 
Vienna Neue Freie Presse, as con- 
tained in a dispatch from the Aus- 
trian capital. 

Field Marshal von Hindenburg 
ironically referred to “the American 
advertising methods,” saying: 

“It is certain that the United States 
is making efforts to create a big 
army, and the war is an opportune 
pretext for this, as in peace tinies the 
difficulties would be too great to do 
it. Japan, too, would not have 
looked on with indifference. The 
Americans will hardly send their 
newly created army to Europe at 
once, as by doing so their own coun- 
try would be rendered helpless in 
case Japan should show a sudden in- 
clination to square up old accounts 
with America. 

Confidence in U-Boats. 

“Moreover, the transportation 
question would offer difficulties not 
less than supplies: German U-boats 
would be a further obstacle. It cer- 
tainly may be easy to build thousands 
of airplanes, as America has an- 
neunced, but it is difficult to equip 
them. But whenever they may ap- 
pear the Germans will not be want- 
ing.“ 

With reference to the operations in 
Italy, Von Hindenburg said: 

“The Austro-Hungarian army com- 
mand, with which we have co-oper- 
ated excellently, and its troops have 
stood the test splendidly. The Ger- 
man and Austro-Hungarian troops 
fought bravely and overcame all ob- 
stacles. Their advance and their 
achievements are excellent.” 

Gen. von Ludendorff, Hinden- 
burg's right-hand man, speaking on 
the same aspect of the war, said: 


“Nothing definite can be said re- 


garding our final aim in Italy. At 
any rate, Triest is out of danger: the 
front has been shortened by one-half 
and the enemy has lost hundreds of 
thousands of prisoners and half o? 
his artillery and material. More- 
over, with the advancing season, the 
climatic difficulties will increase, es- 
pecially in the mountains. On the 
whole every offensive must have a 
somewhat long interruption or end.” 


Policy of Elastic Defense. 

Regarding the situation on the 
Western front, Field Marshal von 
Hindenburg said the successf.i! em- 
ployment of the German policy of 
elastic defense continued and that 
when occasionally sections of mo- 
rasses or smoke-blackened debris 
were left to their opponents for the 
purpose of saving human material. 
it was of no importance. Occasfonal 
local rebuffs must be taken into ac- 
count as an inevitable consequence 
of carrying through great offensives 
at other points. 

Regarding the supreme war coun- 
cil of the allies, the Field Marshul 
said with a mile: Such institutions 


are always a sign of incapactty and |. 


helplessness. When they are at their 
wits’ end a war council is estah- 
lished.”’ 

Gen. von Ludendorff said that for 
Germany there was no question as to 
Alsace-Lorraine. He thought a de- 
cisive blow against France perhaps 
would yet succeed, although nowa- 
days, when national strength fights 
national strength, a single blow could 
hardly decide the war. 

The General said, however, that 
it was not to be doubted a single 
moment who would be the victor; 
the war would not end in a draw, 
but be decided in favor of the cen- 
tral Powers. 

“U-Boat War Is Right.” 

Asked whether the Western Eu- 
ropean Powers, without the pros- 
pect of America’s assistance, would 
not in the meantime have been 
forced to conclude peace, Gen. von 
Ludendorff said: 

“Since the U-boat war gave Amer- 
ica a pretext to enter the war, this 
question is tantamount to the que 
tion as to whether the U-boat war 
was the right policy. Regarding 
this, my conviction is unchanged. 
The U-boat war is right. It has 
accomplished what we expected. It 
was not a question of starving En- 
gland within a few months, but of 
making her inclined toward peace. 
The supreme army command intend- 
ed by means of the submarine war 
to cause not so much special, but 
general effects, and especially as re- 
gards England—to cut off her very 
important supplies of coal pit 22 

“How effective the campaign has 
been in this respect is proved by 


man field railways that the allied 
troops in Italy need no other sup- 
plies than coal. The scarcity of 
British tonnage also is proved by 
England's inability to import Aus- 
tralian wheat.” 

Russians Are the First. 

“It appears the Russians are the 
first to be inclined for peace,” Gen. 
von Ludendorff said. “I will not say 
that I regard.the Bolsheviki manifes- 
tation as a peace offer,” he contin- 
ved. “There must be a secure Gov- 


conclude an armistice with Russia 
at any time as soon as we have the 
assurance that it will be maintained. 
A general armistice, however, will be 
difficult to achieve.“ 

Gen. von Ludendorff expressed be- 
lief that a general armistice would 
Prag submarine activity and al- 
low the entente to improve its posi- 
tions, while on the other hand no 
supplies would reach the central 
Powers. Therefore he thought such 
an armistice should be a brief one, 
as otherwise the military situation 
would suffer. 

Gen. von Ludendorff considered 
the Russian revolution not a mere 
piece of luck for the central Powers, 
but a natural result of the war oper- 
o tions. 

Not a War of Armies.” - 


“Modern war,” said the General. 
“is a war of peoples, not of armies, 
and a war ends now when an enemy 
people is defeated. There are no de- 
cisive battles as in former wars. The 
battles merely have an indirect influ- 
ence on the whole national system, 
inducing decay and collapse.” 

The correspondent says he gained 
the impression that Field Marshai 
von Hindenburg and Gen. von Lu- 
dendorff desire a peace which will 
create conditions of security and sta- 
bility as far as possible, one which 
will bring with it secure frontiers and 
free economic activity on land and 
sea. 

With reference to the Russian 
army, Field Marshal von Hindenburg 
gave the correspondent his opinion 


that no more military activity on 4 
large scale could be expected from it. 
He thought it possible, however, adds 
the correspondent, that “some despot 
or other, like Grand Duke Nicholas, 
might seize power and incite the war- 
weary Russian army to a final ef- 
fort.“

DUBLIN, Dec. 4.—The Evening 
Mail says the police have seized a 
large quantity of high explosives 
which were being brought to Ireland 
from Scotland. It is stated the ex- 
plosives were found in a portmanteau 
carried by two boys who are de- 
scribed as being members of the 
Countess Georgina Markieviczs's boy 
scouts, who landed at Belfast from 
Scotland, Sunday morning.

She was sentenced to death, 
tut the sentence was commuted to 
penal servitude for life. Later she 
was released.

J. Slattery, Joseph Ives and Edward 
Slattery, connected with the corpo- 
ration of Thom & Bailey, the Peeks- 
kill Hat Manufacturing Co. and the 
firm of H. D. Parmalee & Co. 

Arthur C. Gilson and Peter J. 
Duffy, inspectors of the Quartermas. 
ter’s Corps, are named as co-con- 
spirators in the indictment.

Substitute fear for overconfidence, 
learn the business of killing and 
thus avoid the horrible penalties 
IJpaid by France at the beginning of 
the war, is the counsel offered Amer- 
icans by Lieut. Paul Perigord of 
the French army, a Catholic priest. 


He served three years in the 
trenches, was wounded twice, deco- 
rated for bravery and commissioned 
for leading a charge against the 
German Imperial Guard after his 
company officers had been killed. 

Lieut. Perigord, who spoke yester- 
day at the City Club, left the French: 
trenches near Verdun only eight 
weeks ago to come to the United 
States as military attache at Camp 
Givens, Mass. He has participated 
in many of the important battles on 
the western front, including that of 
the Marne, the French attempt to 
take Vimy Ridge and the defense of 
Verdun. 

The French soldier-priest, intro- 
duced by Archbishop Glennon, was 
frequently interrupted in his ad- 
dress by cheers, and as a tribute to 
him thé assemblage sang “America” 
when he concluded.

Brings. Message 

Speaking of the American attitude 
toward the war, Lieut. Perigord said 
he had been asked by Marshall Jof- 
fre to warn us against an overconfi- 
dence that was apparent to the Field 
Marshal when he toured the country 
last spring. 

“Tell them to be afraid,” Marshal 
Joffre told me,” he related. “Fear 
has its advantages for it is the main- 
stay of ‘valor, which counts heavily 
in this war.” 

“There are too many in America 
seeking commissions,” he declared. 
“Apparently, no one wants to be a 
private. At the request of your Sec- 
retary of War, I am going to tell 
you what a private can do and ex- 
plain how commissions can be ob- 
tained elsewhere than in the train- 
ing camps. I am under orders to do 
this, and must put astde my per- 
sonal dislike of recounting one’s own 
experiences. 

“In February, 1915, my battalion 
was billeted in a little village in 
Champagne. Suddenly the alarm 
spread that the German Imperial 
Guard was attacking in force. Or- 
ders immediately sent my battal- 
lion to check the advance. As we 
cleared a wood we faced a heavy 
machine gunfire from the enemy. 
My company suffered the loss of ev- 
ery officer, and as my Captain fell 
near me with a bullet through his 
lungs, he tossed me his sword, or- 
dering me forward. 

“After a murderous fight we found 
ourselves milling forward with the 
guard in retreat. When we got 
through with them we brought back 
what was left. The next day our 
battalion commander, learning of the 
loss of our company officers, inspect- 
ed us’ Seeing my Captain’s sword 
in my hands and learning how I 
came into possession of it, he said: 
‘Keep it and the company. They 
are your to command.’”

Delos F. Wilcox of New York brings to “the 
consideration of the proposed United Railways 
franchise an experience of two decades in the 
study of practical municipal problems. He was 
for years chief of the Bureau of Franchises un- 
der the New York City Public Service Commis- 
sion. His two-volume work on franchises em- 
bodies the best American thought on the rela- 
tions between municipalities and utilities sup- 
plying indispensable forms of public service. 

The objectionable points in the proposed local 
readjustment which Mr. Wilcox emphasizes in 
his first Post-Dispatch article are points to 
which we have repeatedly directed attention. He 
adds, however, the weight of considerable expert 
authority to the conclusions previously expressed. 
Whatever differences of opinion may exist as to 
these points now, disinterested opinion will be 
practically unanimous on them if the ordinance 
is ever passed and its defective, inadequate, jug- 
handled provisions are exposed through its actual 
workings. 

Features of the ordinance on which Mr. Wilcox 
writes words of warning are the recognition given 
to excessive capitalization—“the most important 
factor in the problem”—the liberty of choice af- 
forded the company in all matters relating to ex- 
tensions, with corresponding helplessness on the 
part of the city, and the dangerous division of 
responsibility in the so-called Board of Control. 

The importance of one provision to which Mr. 
Wilcox devotes brief but critical sentences has 
perhaps not been fully appreciated. This is the 
provision virtually excluding interurban lines 
from the city except on terms dictated by the 
United Railways. St. Louis is probably on the 
eve of a great development of its interurban sys- 
tem. To impose such an arbitrary and unneces- 
sary handicap on projected lines would be a pre- 
posterous sacrifice of the city’s interests to Unit- 
ed Railways dividends. 

A consciousness of the nature, effect and value 
to utility corporations of franchise grants is a 
part of the ground gained in the municipal ad- 
vance of the last few years. The great weakness 
of the old style franchises is that they prescribe 
terms for excessive periods of time without tak- 
ing cognizance of changes in conditions. Sooner 
or later the? impose hobbles on city growth and 
well being because of the impossibility of fore- 
seeing at any given time what the future may 
bring forth. No such franchise should be granted. 
without: a positive, affirmative showing in pre- 
ponderance of benefits to the public. 

The proposed United Railways ordinance is 
obnoxious and disadvantageous even in the pres- 
ent, and will become more obnoxious and disad- 
vantageous with the lapse of time. 
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The Hospital Saturday and Sunday Association 
made a fine record in collections this year despite 
the number of funds to which St. Louisans have 
subscribed recently. The habit of giving is get- 
ting to be almost an obsession in this city. 
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THE THRIFT OFFENSIVE. 

Shortly before the war an organization was 
formed in this country to encourage thrift. It 
sent lecturers about to urge the people to elim- 
inate waste and to learn the saving habit and 
issued pamphlets and books designed to encourage 
conservation in every form and direction. 
Whether the organization is in existence now 
or not is a matter of small moment. The United 
States Government has taken over its work and 
is pushing it as no reform in this country ever 
was pushed. From present indications America 
will be found, after the war, a nation of savings 
bank depositors, bondholders, thrifty citizens and 
conservationists. 

The Liberty Bond sales in this country have 
educated hundreds of thousands of persons to 
the value of secured paper as an investment. Now 
come the thrift certificates to enable the work- 
ingman and workingwoman to invest small 


‘amounts in Government securities at a good rate 


of interest and with the best protection in the 
world. By selling the bonds and the certifi- 
cates on time millions of people in this country 
are being inducted into the saving habit and once 
a good habit gets a grip it is difficult to loosen. 

Hoover and his organization are engaged in 
instructing millions in the elimination of waste 
and the conservaton of all those things that are 
necessary for human sustenance and comfort. 
Housewives are being taught the values of food 
formerly considered as only fit for the -garbage 
can. This habit of using our supplies instead of 
abusing them is not going to die with the war.

THE NAVY NEEDS MEN. 

The navy's new call for 30,000 volunteers ought 
to receive the careful attention of every young 
man who expects to serve his country in some 
way in the present war. There is no service so 
vitally important to the success of our entire war 
program. 

It makes little difference whether we raise 
1,000,000 or 20,000,000 soldiers or build guns and 
airplanes in enormous quantities if we cannot 
get them to France and maintain them there. 
The Germans are boasting that we shall never be 
able to do it. If we are to do it at all, the navy 
and the navy alone can bring it to pass. 

Naval officers declare they can do it and will 
do it. Everything depends upon what the fleet 
shall be able to accomplish within the next few 
months and the only thing the fleet is now beg- 
ging for is enough men. If the 30,000 are re- 
eruited within the next few weeks the man- 
problem will be solved, and that means also the 
solution of the greatest problem of all—that of 
policing the ocean highway for our transports 
and supply ships. 

Every man who enlists in the navy now will 
be worth half a dozen who may volunteer later. 
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Germany is willing to have Finland, Lithuania 
and Poland as autonomous states; autonomous 
as far as Russia is concerned. 
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BLEEDING KANSAS GETS NEURITIS. 
The Hugoan story of the runaway gun on the

deck of the corvette in a heavy sea was a work 


of imagination. No incident with the dismaying 
results of this one ever happened; no naval ord- 
nance of the uncontrollable agility of this gun 
was ever made. The story of the runaway mill- 
tary balloon in Nebraska is a story of real army 
life, wherein we again see that truth composedly 
dares adventures before which those of imagi- 
nation are dwarfed. 

An aerial monster which should break away 
from its masters and rush away in a mad dash of 
hundreds of miles, administering a flagellation to 
a whole State as it went, would have seemed a 
little while ago as improbable a creation of liter- 
ary invention as the Frankenstein of the medical 
student. But that is just what this balloon at 
Fort Omaha did. It detached itself from its fas- 
tenings with more than a mile of steel cable at- 
tached and sped away south on the most fan- 
tastic joyride a balloon ever engaged in, admin- 
istering many stripes to Kansas on the bare 
prairie as it swept along in a position favorable 


for using its lash on recumbent states. 


In addition to gashes long enough and deep 
enough to make Kansas bleed again, the damage 
to the State’s nervous system was considerable. 
Kansas is suffering from a severe case of neuritis 
today, as a result of shock and injury to what the 
electrical engineers from the plane of the ground 
call overhead work—telephone and telegraph 
wires, lighting cables, poles, etc.

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THE DE SAULLES FARCE. 


The De Saulles trial has ended and another 


slayer of her husband is at large by virtue of 
the decision of an American jury. No attempt 
was made by the 12 men at Mineola to justify 
their verdict. Disregarding the law and the 
evidence, these men, apparently impressed by 
the attractiveness of the defendant, shamelessly 
turned her loose. 

No effort was made by her lawyers at the trial 
to show self-defense. It was adduced from the 
testimony that she invaded her husband’s home 
and at the first word he uttered crossing her 
will, fired on him, not once, but five times. He 
had no weapon and was not advancing on her. In 
fact, she shot him in the back. And all because 
the woman who had “danced her feet off“ with 
other men in his absence, wanted her son! 

The woman is set at liberty and notice is 
thereby served on every other woman in the Unit- 
ed States that if she has a grievance against her 
husband she can shoot him down and be assured 
that she will go free—that is, if she is young and 
handsome. 
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The Finance Minister of Saxony says that Ger- 
many must secure a big cash indemnity from the 
United States. He doesn’t say whether Berlin 
should take it now or wait until it gets it. 
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MAKING THE STREETS SAFE. 

The October grand jury in its report made a few 
days ago suggests that a large percentage of the 
automobile accidents in St. Louis could be avoided 
if pedestrians were more careful. It points out 
that 74 per cent of the fatalities due to motor ve- 
hicles this year have been to pedestrians, and 
that 50 per cent of these were to pedestrians who 
attempted to cross streets at other points than 
at the regular crossing. 

There is no doubt considerable truth in the con- 
clusions of the grand jury. As a general propo- 
sition there is not much reckless speeding in St. 
Louis, and the average motorist slows up at cross- 
ings and obeys the traffic rules, while “joy walk- 
ers,” persons crossing corners diagonally, and 
those fording the middle of the block are too nu- 
merous. There are even some persons, of a Bol- 
sheviki turn of mind, who make crossings where- 
ever they wish to in order to prove their right 
to the streets. 

So much for the pedestrian. Another thing that 
is needed to cut down accidents is the stringent 
enforcement of laws against speeding and traffic 
violations, and especially the law against intoxi- 
cated and incompetent persons driving machines. 
A driver arrested for speeding three times should 
be deprived of the right to run an auto, children 
should be prohibited from operating high-powered 
cars, and drunks careening through the streets 
in automobiles should be severely punished. 

St. Louls can and should be made a safe place 


for the pedestrian and the careful automobile 
driver.

MADAME B.’S Chocolate Icing.— 
Take one-third cake of Baker’s 
chocolate, 1% cups of confec- 
tioner’s sugar, 2 teaspoons of va- 
nilla, 2 tablespoons of sweet cream, 
1 tablespoon of melted butter and a 
pinch of cream of tartar. Beat all 
very well together, adding the sugar 
by degrees and the cream to right 
consistency. Melt the chocolate over 
the tea kettle first and put the but- 
ter in. (Do not cook this icing). 


White Oake-—1 cup of granulated 
sugar, % oup of butter (creamed to- 
gether). Add & oup of sweet milk, 
2 cups of flour sifted four times, a 
teaspoon vanilla, and lastly the stiffly 
beaten whites of four eggs and 1 
heaping teaspoonful of baking pow- 
der. Bake in one large layer or in 
layers with various frostings de- 
tween. 


German Cake. Frost above white 
cake with chocolate icing and put 
thick layer of current and raspberry 
jelly between. 


Ginger Cake.—Take 2 eggs and 
beat the whites and yolks separate- 
ly. To the beaten yolks add 1% 
cups of brown sugar which has 
been creamed together with % cup 
of New Orleans molasses into which 
an even teaspoon of soda has been 
stirred. Add % cup of sour milk, 
2% cups of flour sifted with 1 table- 
spoon of powdered ginger. Then 
add a small % wineglass of brandy 
and lastly fold in the whites of the 
eggs beaten stiff. Bake in a tin with 
a hole in the center. Frost with 
soft chocolate icing and serve while 
still hot for a dessert or for after- 
noon tea. 


Pineapple Filled Cake. — One cup 
sugar, 1-3 cup butter, 2 eggs, 14 
cup milk, 1% cups flour, 3 level tea- 
spoons baking powder, % teaspoo1. 
vanilla. Cream sugar and butter to- 
gether, add the beaten yolks of eggs. 
sift baking powder in flour and add 
milk and flour alternately, flavor. 
and last add the beaten whites of 
eggs, bake in two layers. 


White Frosting.— One cup sugar, 
1% cup water; boil until it spins a 
thread; turn on the beaten white of 
1 egg, beating constantly, add 1 ta- 
blespoon of marshmallow cream: 
beat until thick enough to spread. 


Pineapple Filling.—One small can 
shredded pineapple, ™%™% cup sugar, 
grated rind and juice of % lemon. 
Mix pineapple, sugar and grated rind 
together and cook until the consis- 
tency of marmalade, let cook and 
add the juice of lemon. 


Delicious Cake.—-Two cups sugar. 
1 cup butter, 1 cup milk, 3 cups 
flour, 3 eggs, 1 teaspoon cream of 
tartar and 1 teaspoon of soda. 


White Cake.—Three-quarters cup 
butter, 2 cups sugar beaten to a 
cream, % cup milk, 2% cups flour. 
% teaspoon soda and 1% teaspoons 
cream of tartar, sifted in flour, 
whites of 8 eggs beaten in lastly and 
very lightly flavor with extract of 
orange and almond. 


A White Cake That Never Fails.— 
One cup sugar, 1% cups flour, 1 
teaspoon R. B. powder. Sift to- 
gether and add salt. Put the whites 
of 2 eggs in measuring cup, then 
enough -melted butter to fill heilt 
full, then fill cup full with milk. 
Mix all together, add vanilla. 


Angel Cake.—Ingredients: Whites 
of 11 eggs, 1 teaspoon cream of tar- 
tar, 1% cups granulated sugar, 2 
teaspoons vanilla, 1 cup flour, 1 cup 
flour sifted four times. 


Directions: Beat the whites of eggs 
until stiff, add a rounded teaspoon 
cream of tartar, beat again. Add 
the sugar gradually, beating all ths 
time. Then the vanilla and continue 
the beating. Fold in the flour. Bake 
for about 45 minutes in a slow oven. 
Do not gréase the pan, but when the 
cake is cooked, turn the pan upside 
down and let it stand until the cake 
is cold and comes out easily. Cover 
with boiled icing.

NCOIS MARIE AROUBT, who 

gained fame under the name 
of Voltaire, was born in Paris 223 
years ago, Nov. 21, 1694. Voltatre’s 
birthday was celebrated in the 
French capital despite the war. The 
anniversary recalls a memorable due! 
of wits between Voltaire and Pitou, 
the epigrammist. They had er- 
changed challenges for a literary 


duel in which each was to attempt, 


to write the briefest possible letter. 
It was on his birthday, when Voltaire 
was going to the country for a days 
outing, that he wrote to his antago- 
nist, “Ee rus,” which is the complete 
Latin for “I am going into the coun- 
try.” Pitou’s reply was even briefer, 
for it consisted of the letter “I,”

Net Authorities May Be Forced 
to Find New Use for $40,000 
Raised. 


The large fund raised by the Na- 
tional Lawn Tennis Association by 
means of exhibition matches last 
summer, which was to have been 
used for the purchase of ambulances, 
may have to be diverted to other 
channels, according to an announce- 
ment from New York.
